Mascoma road, so called, in said Wilmot, and raise and 
appropriate $100 for this purpose. 


8. . To see if the town will accept State Aid for Con- 
struction of Highways on the 4th New Hampshire Turn- 
pike, the town to raise and appropriate $525 and the State 
to contribute $315, making the joint fund $840. 


9. To see if the town will accept State Aid for Con- 
struction of Mascoma Trunk Line the town to raise and 
appropriate $1,500 and the State to contribute $6,500 
making a joint fund of $8,000, or to see if the town will 
raise and appropriate any other sum of money for the above 
purpose. 


10. ‘To see if the town will raise and appropriate $100 
for the repair of the Camp Ground road, so called. 


11. Tosee how much money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the maintenance of town highways. 


12. To see if the the town will raise and appropriate 
any money for Old Home day, in addition to what is now 
available for said purpose.

‘ * Chapter 117 of Laws of 1917 
An act relative to town highways 


Sect. 1. The state highway commissioner, when- 
ever in his opinion the public good so requires, may desig- 
nate any main town highway, or section of same, which 
has not been improved under the provisions of the state 
aid laws, for maintenance under the state patrol system. 


Sect. 2. Authority is hereby given to towns in 
which such designated thighway, or section of same, is 
located, to imstruct its selectmen to take said designated 
highway from the regular road agents’ districts and arrange 
with the state highway department to maintain said section 
under the state patrol system of highway maintenance 
according to the provisions of this act. 


Sect. 3. Said designated highways shall be main- 
tained by the state highway department under such rules 
and regulations as the state highway commissioner shall. 
make.

In December,’ 1918, H. S. Little’s automobile was 
damaged by going off the state road, during the night of 
December 23-24, near Chase pond, the place where the 
accident happened being over a culvert and unrailed.

THE PATTEN CASE. PATTEN VS. WILMOT 


As shown in the 1919 report George Patten conveyed 
his farm to the town in consideration of the aid himself 
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and family had received. Later Patten demanded thatthe 
farm be reconveyed to himself. He placed his case in the 
hands of J. J. Doherty of Concord, from whom an offer of 
settlement was made that if the town would convey to 
Patten, Patten would give a mortgage tothe town and 
make a payment on same. Your selectmen, in behalf of 
the town, stated their willingness to accept this settlement. 
Apparently Patten changed his mind as the case was taken 
from Doherty’s hands, and F. EK. Woodbury of Franklin © 
was employed by Patten. Mason Patten was appointed as 
Conservator of George Patten and papers were served on 
the town in September. Your selectmen placed the town’s 
case in the hands of Robert W. Upton‘of: Concord. An 
offer was made by the Patten lawyer that if the town 
would convey the farm back, the Pattens would pay $300 
and guarantee with security that none of the family would 
cause the town further expense. A request was made by 
the selectmen for a statement of the security which would 
be offered. At the time of making this report nothing has 
been heard from the Pattens and the case remains unset- 
tled. No bill has’ been presented by Mr. Upton, so there 
is no expense to report. Your selectmen cheerfully be- 
queath the case to their successors in office.
